Red Insieteniece on Monopolies

COLOGNE (Germany) June 16.— 
German business interests and the 
German press are extremely skep- 
tical about the value of the pre- 
liminary trade agreement entered 


into with the Russian soviet re- 
public by the German government 
and frankly declare there is little 
reason to hope for immediate trade 
Russia on any considerable 
scale. 

The fact that the soviet republic 
still insists upen monopolizing all 
import and export business and had 
the preliminary trade agreement 
written with that object in view 
confuses German business men, who 
profess to be unable to comprehend 
the document. 

While the soviet republic takes to 
itself the righte and functions of 
a business cor tion, it also holds 
to the well esta ed internation- 
al principle that a ‘government can- 
hot be sued, but endeavors to re- 
assure business men who desira to 


the preliminary agreement a stipu- 
lation that. dealings between the 
Russian government and German 
firms and individuals in Russia are 
to be controlled by an arbitration 
court. 

In discussing the agreement the 
Cologne Gazette says: 
- “This is the first step toward re- 
adjustment of business relations, the 
final step being still far in the fu- 
ture. Nevertheless, it is a step for- 
wed and others must necessarily 
follow.

Really in Earnest in 


Congress 
| Passing Bill. 


Figure Menimum Cost at Five 
Billion Dollars. 


Ex-Service Men Can Select 
One of Five Plans. 


(EXCLASIVE DISPATCH} 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Con- 
gress is really in earnest in passing 
a bill to insure to the World War 
veterans a bonus. The Senate Fi- 
nance Committee has reported fa- 
vorably a plan which will cost at 
the maximum  %5,000,000,000 and 
not less than $1,500,000,000. This 
immense sum will not be required 
at once and will be distributed over 
a number of years. Even at the 
greatest period of outlay, it is not 
expected that the annual expendi- 
ture will exceed $200,000,000 per 
year. Cash expenditures under the 
plan advocated by the Senate com- 
mittee will not be payable until 
July 1, 1922, and because of some- 
what complicated details the soldier 
settlement plan for reclamation 
projects was dropped by the Senate 
committee. The soldiers, sailors and 
marines will all have a preference 
right on land entries and reclama- 
tion projects, however. 

PLAN SUMMARIZED. 

The plan as recommended by the 
Senate committee, and which is cer- 
tain to pass the Senate and _ the 
Housefi is summarized in the official 
report of the committee as follows: 

‘By act of Congress at the time 
of the discharge of our soldiers they 
were given two months’ extra pay, 
or $60, each. Therefore, in the ill

The bill then gives $1 per day 
for each day's service in the United 
States and $1.25 per day for each 
day's service overseas, exclusive of 
the said sixty days. This is the cash 
plan provided in Title II and is 
called ‘adjusted service pay.” The 
cash payment, if $500 or over, is to 
be made in ten quarterly install- 
ments of $50 each. 

SERVICE CERTIFICATES. 

Title Ill, “Adjusted service cer- 
tificates,” gives the veteran the op- 
tion of taking insurance payable at 
the end of twenty years. If he 
chooses this insurance plan he will 
receive, as the basis of his adjusted 
pay, a sum 40 per cent greater than 
the cash plan, and this sum will 
bear interest at the rate of 4% per 
cent per annum, compounded an- 
nually. In the event of his death 
Prjor to twenty years, his estate 
w receive the amount of such 
adjusted and interest, com- 
pounded annually for twenty years. 

The veteran can borrow against 
this insurance. If the loan is made 
between July 1, 1924, and July 1, 
1927, he can borrow 90 per cent 
of his adjusted service certificates, 
with 4% per cent interest, com- 
pounded annually, up to the date 
of the borrowing; made after 
July 1, 1927, he can borrow 80 per 
cent of the amount of the adjusted 
service certificates, with 4% per 
cent interest, compounded annually. 
On these borrowings he will pay 4% 
per cent interest, the same as he 
is allowed on his adjusted service 
certificates. 

VOCATIONAL TRAINING. 

Title IV, “Vocational training aid,” 
authorises the veteran to receive vo- 
cational training at the expense of 
the government to an amount equal 
to his adjusted service pay plus 40 
per cent. 

Title V, “Farm or home aid,” au- 
thorizes the veteran to receive 
from the government the adjusted 
service pay. plus an additional 40 
per cent, to be applied toward the 

Price of such home or 


tle VL “The land settlement 
aid,” gives the veteran preference 

ht to take lands on the opening 

public or Indian lands to entry 
or the restoration to entry of pub- 
lands and on all reclamation 
Projects now in existence or here- 
after established, whether such 
reclamation ig made by irrigation, 
drainage or otherwise. 

The veteran, at his option, may 
select any one of these five plans.

TO BE HOPED FOR, SAYS 
DELEGATION.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Hope 
for the final authorization of ap-

In the naval appropriation bill were 
practically abandoned today by the 
California delegation when all fur- 
ther conferences between the House 
and Senate conferees were called off 
due to complete deadlock. Congress- 
man Kelley of Michigan, who is 
standing flatly for the naval ap- 
propriation bill as it left the House, 
decided to report back to the House 
for instructions. In the present 
temper of the House it is almost 
4 sagan conclusion that the con- 
fe will be instructed to resist 
any and all increases, including the 
Los Angeles submarifie base, Camp 
Kearny improvements and the Sand 
Point aviation base. 

The Army appropriation bill is al- 
so in the same situation, and both 
the Navy and Army may be with- 
out funds for the first few days of

SAN FRANCISCO, June 16.—

“As President, however, you have 
unequivocally repudiated e exist- 
ing League of Nations, whose area 
comprises considerably more than 
half the earth and whose popula- 
tion numbers three-quarters of the 
human race. You even permitted 
without rebuke your Ambassador at 
the Court of St. James to say that 
you will have nothing to do with any 
‘commission or committee appoint- 
ed by the League or responsible to it 
directly or indirectly, openly or fur- 
tively.’ 

“Fou have, nevertheless, as Presi- 
dential candidate, repeatedly prom- 
ised during the campaign, and as 
President you have reiterated that 
promise, that you will seek to estab- 
lish ‘an association of nations based

Drastic Measure. 


Final Roll Call on Measure 
is Delayed. 


Kenyon Makes Viary Attack

WASHINGTON, June 16.—The 
Senate today decided by a vote of 
87 to 34 to substitute the leas drastic 
House draft for the packer regula- 
tion bill recommended by the Senate 


Agriculture Committee. 

This action was taken in the face 
of charges by Senator LaFollette of 
Wisconsin that the Heouse bill was 
drafted in part by atterneys for the 
packers. Senator Kenyon of Iowa 
also asrerted that the House bill 
was favored by the opponents of 
legislation regulating the meat pack- 
ing industry. 

The main point of difference be- 
tween the two measures Hes In the 
responsibility for enforcement of the 
act. The House bill vests the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture with authority 
to administer the measure while the 
Senate bill creates, under the De- 
partment of Agriculture, a Federal! 
live stock commissioner, appointed 
by the President and subject to con- 
firmation by the Senate, to regulate 
the packers. 

The fina! roll call on the measure 
was put off until tomorrow. Just 
when the Senate was about to take 
a final vote Senator Sterling of South 
Dakota proposed an entirely new 
substitute and forced an adjourn- 
ment.

DECLARES PUEBLO 


NEEDS NO RELIEF. 
CANNOT UTILIZE All. WHICH 


HAS BEEN SENT, SAYS 
WAR SECRETARY. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.-——Sec- 
retary of War Weeks is wondering 
why so many appeals are coming 
from Colorado for money to relieve 
suffering resulting from the Pueblo 
flood, when so much relief already 
has been sent there that it cannot 
be utilized. 

Noticing today that a committee 
of- Washington citizens organized 
for the purpose had appealed for 
funds for Pueblo aid, the Secre- 
tary of War determined to acquaint 
the public with the facts in the sit- 
uation ag he knows them. 

“I want the people to know,” said 
the Secretary, “that the relief al- 
ready sent to Pueblo is more than 
adequate and I cannot see what 
ig going to be done with the money 
now being asked for, unless the 
authorities in Pueblo propose to use 
it to reconstruct buildings and 
property damaged by the flood.” 

The Secretary made public the 
following telegram from Col. WIl-

“Easential industries generally 
undamaged and operating as usual.

ANOTHER 
INDICTMENT. 
FOR MAYNE. 


Granting of New Trial for 
Bunko Man Means Little, 
Says W oolwine. 


Granting of a new trial by the 
District Court of Appeal yesterday 
for Fred Mayne, convicted on a 
bunko charge, has not smoothed out 


the road ahead of the man, accord- 
ing to Dist.-Atty. Woolwine. Upon 
hearing that Mayne had been given 
a new trial by the appeal court Mr. 
Woolwine stated that he will be re- 
tried on the same indictment under 
which he was convicted and that an- 
other indictment will be brought 
against him. 

The Court of Appeal based its ac- 
tion on the fourth and fifth amend- 
ments to the Federal Constitution, 
holding that evidence of vital im- 
portance had been taken from the 
home of the defendant without prop- 
er legal authority. This included 
papers which the court holds should 
not have been introduced at the 

The ruling is believed to. be 
the first of the kind applying to 
State courts, although a decision by 
the United States Supreme Court has 
established a precedent for Federal 
courts. 

Commenting on the opinion of 
the court, Mr. Woolwine said: 

“The judgment of the Appellate 
Court in the case of Fred, Mayne, 
i getting aside the verdict, will give us 
no very great concern for the rea- 
son that, in case the Appellate Court 
refuses to rehear the matter, Mayne 
will simply be brought into court 
and tried again on the same indict- 
ment, as well as upon another in- 
dictment, which has been urned 
since his conviction for another 
crime, and he will no doubt finally 
be landed in the penitentiary, where 
he belongs. In the meantime Mayne 
will be held in the County Jail.” 

An indictment accusing Mayne of 


1920, from William Scheider, is now 
pending. It is also charged by Dep. 
Dist.-Atty. Stafford that Mayne 
was identified recently in thetrial of 
B. B . formerly assistant 
eashier of the Citizens’ Trust and 
Savings Bank, by other asserted vic- 
tims. It was charged against 
that he aided Mayne in the latter's 
asserted operations. 

Mayne was convicted, sen tto San 
Quentin, and then went to court and 
secured his own return to the Coun- 
ty Jail, pending action on his appeal. 
He is represented by Attorney Paul 
W. Schenck.

OF CITY HELD UP 


Criswell and Mallard Fight 
Plan to Use Reserve. - 


Councilmen Fear Employees 
May be Sufferers. 


Approval of the financial budget 
of the city government for the fis- 
cal year beginning July 1 was held 
up at yesterday's meeting of the 
City Council, because of the oppo- 


sition of several of the Councilmen 
to the plan recommended by the 
Budget Committee of dipping into 
the city’s reserve fund to a total of 
$376,000 to obtain sufficient money 
to meet the departmental require- 
ments during the coming year. 

“I think it is a dangerous prac- 
tice to go into thg reserve fund for 
money to run the city,” said Coun- 
cilman Criswell; who is a member 
of the Budget Committee. 

“I ask you to hold up this budget 
; until we can consider it further,” 
said CouncHman Mallard. “I do not 
care for this taking of money from 
the reserve fund, and ff we agree to 
it, the employees of the city may 

to discount, their salary 
warrants or we may reach a point 
where there is not a ‘dollar in the 
fund. The fund dropped to $23,000 
last year.” 
DEBTS OVERDUE. 

When the reserve fund is exhaust- 
ed city employees are forced to 
cash their salary warrants at a dis- 
count outside of City Hall. There is 
‘now in the reserve fund $89,093, 
but during the season when no taxes 
are coming in it is necessary to 
draw on the reserve fund for needed 
cash. The power department owes 
the city $225,000, and the harbor 
department owes $67,000. This 
' money is long overdue. When-it is 
collected, it will be placed in the 
reserve fund. ‘ 

Councilman Criswell stated when 
the budget was under. -discussion 
that included in it were three de- 
batable items, namely appropria- 
tions totalling $147,000 for three 
fire houses and equipment. These

Story Building’ 
Owner Wins .in 


After a long period of ltigation

“No temporizing with bureaucracy” is 
the slogan of the Federal administration in 
reorganizing government departments on an 
efficiency basis. President Harding and 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover have served 
warning on all department chiefs and un- 
derlings that obstructionist tactics on the 
part of cliques of officeholders will not be 
tolerated. 

During eight years of Democratic control 


a stfong bureaucratic government has be- | 
come intrenched in the national capital. , 


There are more boards, bureaus and com- 
missions than there were individuals in the 
early days of the republic. No co-ordina- 
tion of administration exists. Bach depart- 
ment works as though it were distinct from 
all the rest. Investigators from half a 
dozen different offices are performing the 
same work where « single investigation 
would suffice. Federal statistics on many 
questions are no longer reliable; because 
statisticians from five or six departments 
have.coliected data on the same subject and 
their reports never agree. |

LINEN COST. 
CUT ALMOST . 


TO BED-ROCK. 


Reduction of Twenty-five to 
Fifty Per Cent Made in 
Cloth from Foreign Looms. 


Linen prices share in the genera! 
drop. The reductions range from 
50 per cent—in some cases, as in 
towels, a trifie more—to 25 per cent. 
The break in the linen market was 
unanticipated by dealers in this 


country, to the’ statement 
of a local importer, and is the result 
of the dissolution, in cameney last, 
of the European syndicate formed 
some time earlier by linen manufao- 
turers of Belgium, Ireland and Socot- 
land, at a time when, it was feared, 
Germany would-be able to secure 
flax and recommence the making of 
linen. The president of the Old 
Bleach Linen Company, now in this 
country, is authority for the state- 
ment that linens are lower’ in price 
than, in all probability, they will 


ever be again. 
The drop in all-linen and damask 
towels in 50 per cent on the aver- 
In one tinatance towel, 
selling June 1, 1920, for 
$1.26, ts now offered at 656 cents. 
Tabie cloths and napkins have been 
cut approximately half. In em- 
broidered linens of the Madeira, 
Canton and Philippine variety, the 
reduction is 40 per cent. There 
has been practically no change in 
the wage scale of the linen embroid- 
erers so this represents a reduction 
in the cost of raw materials. Linen 
tablecloths, 70x70, sold June i, 
1920, for $12. are now purchasable 
for $5.85. All linen napkins, 22x22 
now selling for $7.50, cost $15 a 
year aco. A thirteen-piece lunch- 
eon set of Madeira embroidery sel!- 
ing June 1, 1920. for $13.75 may be 
bought for $7.60. A luncheon set 
(thirteen pieces) of Canton linen 
which, last year, cost $25. selle now 
for $13.85. 

In plain all-linen handkerchiefs 
there is a reduction of 25 per cent 
and in styles of fancy embroidery 
the drop is a trifie greater, due to 
the fact that labor is more abundant 
for this article than a year ago. 
Handkerchief linen, by the yard, is« 
reduced 33.3 per cent. Linen costing 
$3 a year ago, may be purchased 
now at $1 a yard.
